officer of his in the Brandenburg Division (Abwehr II), had not been ap* 
preached on this matter as of the latter pa^ of April* 

3* In fact, there apx>eaxed to be many unanswered questions about 
KRAUT2BERGSR nimself * The following additional bacl;ground on him was ob- 
tained: He is presently the owner of a choe polish factory somewhere in the 
vicinity of I»hmicb. For some time after the war he lived in Vienna where he 
has many relatives, and from where hie wife (naine unknown) originally came* 
During his stay in Vienna, KRAUTZBERGER is said to have held a responsible 
Job in USXA* (VOB traces are being requested in a separate dispatch*) Al- 
tiiough KRAIH!ZB£3)GER apparently has certain assets which recommend him for the 
agent handler position in this case, he is by no means a clear figure*

4* O KUT2BAC4 gave the undearsigned the iapression that the chief 
difficulty Ues in the fact that both mmZSSBXm and V-*223?^ axe Sudeten 
Germans. He pointed out at length the problems of dealing vith this national 
group and stated that considerable time vould be involved in deteradning the 
motivations of both these men. 



3. The xmdereigned had ashed 0 KUTSSACH' specifically regarding the 
reasons vhy UPSWING is treating this case in a particularly sensitive manner. 
In reply he stated hie belief that not only might this case beccoe a bi^d^ 
level one, but also that the characters of the principals involved called for 
specie^, treatment. 
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
